‘Tho fire, which occurred ia the larger of the 
favo atter-holds, was first digcovercd by: tho 
secoud officer. .The veestl, was working cargo 
‘at this hold on the previous day, and os sho 
‘was to Jeave for Now York-on the 18th 
‘tho hotell. wos put, on and sedirely fus- 
toned for tho roynge. By 8 mistake, however, 
ihe cargo-slinga wore left im the hold, and’ 
ns those wera needed .this morning to : work 
a small qnantity of cargo to bo put in tho 
fave-hold, tuo hatch was taken off and the 
neeond officor, Mx. Scott, went down: into the 
hold with a quartor-macter to. obtain them. 
While in tho bola Mr. Scott diseovered a small 
wisp of amoko issuing from bebind -somo bales, 
and further examination proved that the ‘swoke 
was enming fiom the very bottom of the: hold. 
Efforts wore, made to logate the fire. and 


-extingaieh it, but those wore of no avail. ‘Tho 


hateti wos thon’ put on again and seouroly 


battened down, bat before long the \ases 


generated blew off the hateh, the force of the 
explogion sending It over’ tho side, or otherwise, 
some of tha crow. might hayo’ been goriously 
buct. ‘The second officer as it was: had ‘n nor. 
row. escape, as-ho had only just stepped off the, 
batch a minut or two before it was blown-away. 
By this time the tugs Sunda and Bangkok 
had arrived’ and hose were got to work from 
these vessels on to the burning cargo.
